-Columbus, <X July 30.—At the meeting this 


morning the governor asked that facts regarding the 
high cost of living be collected by the prosecutors 
and turned over to Attorney General Price for Fed- 
eral action. Addressing the convention, Governor 
Cox said: 


"If conditions are as bad as believed, it will be a 


contest between you and certain elements of evil 
genius, and jf we find that in the commercial relations 
between men the^lust for gain is gratified by artfully 
created privilege the common law must be evoked to 
bring it to an end." 


Attorney General Price made it plain that prose- 


cution under Ohio laws will proceed if grounds for 
doing so can be found. 


Columbus, July 30.— Governor Cox is expected to 


urge speedy action in the Ohio probe that begins sessions 
today. Practically every prosecuting attorne}- is present j 
Dr is represented by his cl*cf deputy. 


Grand jury investigations of complaints will be urged 


upon the prosecutors and the state and nation will co-op- 
erate. One result will be that the Federal Government and 
111 states are- to be urged to enter the fight in order to 
make it a national investigation, and thus close all ave- 
uues ojbescape for the >ofiteerers.
